The Motm^hbod Inventory (MI) is a UO-iten " ' 
questionnaire developed to study attitudes toward lotherhood and l:he 
•ptherhOod lyth. It includes iteis related to the control of 
reptoduction, abortion, adoption, single, lotherhood, aale-feaale 
relationships, and idealized and punitive attitudes toward mothers. 
The Mr was investigated using 301 subjects drawn largely froB 
undergraduate and- graduate students at an Eastern Catholic Oniversity 
and their parents. Coiparisons with scores on the Spence-Helareich 
Attitudes toward Hoiep Scale' (ABS) revealed that the sample was more 
liberal than the original AffS sample. Men held significantly more 
traditional attitudes toward motherhood than women. Younger subjects 
also agreed more with the myth of motherhood.^Catholics more than 
non-catholics" rejected abortion and supported the primacy of the 
woman's role as mother. Education Produced the most pronounced effedt 
cn^attitudes toward motherhood, with college graduates holding more 
liberal^ttitudes. (HLM) ^ ' 
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Abstract 




Tradltloniil aC^tltudes toward notherhood reflpct many cbntradlctlons. 
The Motherhood Inventory (Ml), a 40 item questionnaire, has been developed 
to study attitudes toward motherhood and the motherhood myth. The Ml 
Includes Items relating to the control of reproduction, abortion, adoption 
single motherhood, male-female relationships, and Idealized and punitive 
attitudes toward mothers. The 301 subjects In this study were drawn 
largely from undergraduate and graduate students at an Eastern Catholic 
University and their parents. ■ Comparisons with scores on the Spence- 
Helmrelch' Attitudes toward Women Scale (AWS) revealed that the sample was 
more liberal thah the original AWS sampl«. Men were found to hold 
significantly more traditional attitudes toward motheriiood than women. 
Younger aubj ects also agreed. more with .the myth of motherhood . Catholics 
more than^non-CathoUcs rejected abortion and supported the primacy of 
the woman s role as mother. Education produced the most pronounced effect 
on attitudes toward motherhood with more llbertil attitudes held by those 
who were colUge graduates. The sample Is being extended to further 
develop the MI scale.

Although recent research has fopused on attitudes tfeWard yoiiieh In 
their more liberated roles (Blanchard^ Becker, & Beistow, 19761; Speno* & 
Helarelch, 1972) , there has yet to be a major studjr of attitudes toward 
motherhood, that etate Intimately associated with women. It Would seem ^ 
that on t|)e path towatd liberation, the tredltJ.onal concepts of women as 
■others My be the last to be rellnq^hed. Tlie fact that attitudes ' 
toward Motherhood, that mo^t sacrosanct and Idealized of women's roles,' 

reflects the cbnfllcjtlng I'dfeas which hove been" part of the myth of 
motherhood.

Society la now beginning to promote the rights of woi^en to .receive - 
equil pay for their work, but this right somehow does not apply to ^he 
housewife and mother. Her "right" Is* to Wave phlldren and to stay aft 
home to rala^ tbem (Russa, W6); she Is responsible for how they tifrn 
out (Abramowltz, 1977; Hare-Mustln. 1978) . Although womAi may work, the 
coBwoo view Is that their, jobs should lie subservient to their principle 
child bearing/rearing function. It Is not surprising that the vast 
majority of American working women, (70%) are In fields that cQnflld"t 
least with this essential role, viz, teachltig, nursing, social services, 
and secretarial work (Tangrl, 197i2). The privilege of having children 
continues to be viewed tradltlonatly as cdmpletely fulfilling desplt 
few realistic^ appraisals of the hard work and piroblems Involved In • 
mothering (Bernard, 1974; Mlnturri & Laaibert, 1964 i Rollln , 1970) . / 

A review of recent literature on mptherh&od reveals the wealth of 
contradictory attitudes toward that state. For eximiple, Blumenthal (1975), 
In arguing that the duties and burdens of motherhood have been stressed 
over its pleasures, claims that having a child gives a girll (sic) emotional 
security, that men are attracted to women because of their maternal 
capacity, that "sex was never meant t% be enjoyed Independently of the 
price humans yere expected to pay for it" (p. 107). Rich (1?76) points 
out that the idea of the mpther is associated first with Wir, and ^ly 
secondarily with' warmth, that mothethood is so idealized Ghaft all mothers 
are more or less guilty of having failed their children, that a woman's 
love-fbr her children comes before her love for her mate, tott (1973) 
observes that our culture holds chlldbe^rihg and childrearlng in low 
esteem. ^In Udz's (1968) view, the sense ojf fulfillment for avwife comes 
only with the creation of a new, life. McBrlde (1973) challenges the myth 
of motherhood, pointing out that motherhood represents man's' projection 
of an ideal , a set of behaviors and hopes that no ffesh and blood woman 
could ever meet. 

Oaly a powerful myt> could encompass as many conflicting Ideals as 
the .myth of motherhood does. The issue of the ^ood mother versus the bad 
mother undoubtedly influences poUcy and practices related to procreation, K 
breast feeding, abortion, adoption, child care, and the employment of 
,woMn outside the homf. Oie obvious disparity is ^hat society's ideali- 




satlon of aotlierhood haa not been extended to unwetd motherH uiul nitjiherH 
. tiho abort or give their children up for adoption. \The wonian who chooses 
an abortion Ituconaldfred a bad nother because she rejects;>her child. 
But the apther who gives a child for adoption may also be considered

'fully Influencofl by the suspicion that the child combs from "bad seed"

Subjects 

The 301 subjects inluded' 177 females and 124 males, undergraduate 
and graduate students at an Eastern Catholic Univeralty and their parents*. 
Ages ranged from 17 to 69 with a mean of 29 (SD - 12.28). Rell)tlous 
preferences Indicafed 66% Catholic, 14% Protestant, 9% J«»^sh, 7% no 
religion, and 3% other'. Forty percent of the subjects were married. 
Thirty-one percent had children. Of those with children, the mean number 
was 3.7 children which probably reflects the high proportion of Catholics 
in the sample. Age and sex were not significantly associated but ag^<^ . 
and religion were with the younger group more likely to be Catho;Lic 
(r - .30). The Catholic group tended to have less education (r - .42) 
whith could be a function of their being younger,, slnde age and education 
were highly associated (r - .68). Married subjectef tended to be older ~ 
■ •7^). to have more education (r - .45), and to be Catholic (r * .27)', 

Instrume nts 1 <•

A short (25-ltem) , version of the Spence-Hcltorifeich Attitudes towards 
Wonen Scale ^AWS) was used to assess the degree, to which the subjects 
held traditional or liberal viewjsi toward , women (Spence, Helnreich; & Staf>p, 
1973) a This short form has been found to correlate 9t .95 or abdVe with 
the full (55-item) version (Spence & Itelmreich, 1972). for groups of male 
and fraale studenta and groups of their parents. The" ishort form consists, 
of 25 statements that describe, attitudes toward the role of women in 
society. Subjects respoced in a four point Ukert style with "agree 
strongly," "agree mildly," "disagree mildly^" and "disagree strongly. " 
Bach item is given a score from 0 to 3, with 0 representing-the most 
traditional and 3 the iwst contemporary, profemlnist response. Scores ' 
are summed for a totalJ score.

Halation of MI to AWS 

The scores on the AHS ranged from 18 to 75 with V mean of 54.99 
(SD - 13 .20) . This aean Is higher than the 44. 80 for' mal6s and 50 . 26 
for females at the University of Texas and thei 39.22 and 41.86 for their 
fathers and mothers, respectively (Spence, Hfelmreich, & Stapp, 1973) . . 
Significant differences 'on the AHS were found for different groups with 
feaalea more liberal than males, older subjects more liberal than younger, 
college graduates more Uberal than those With less than a college degree, 
non-ICathollcs more liberal and Catholics, aiid married more liberal than 
uomarried. (Table 1.) * - , '

Rttsponses to 32 of the 40 Items oh the MI correlated slgn'tflc&htly 
with the AWS score (£ < .001). The highest correlations (r > .50) liSl- 
cated thit the AHS profanlnlst sdore wad negatively related to MI Items 
cm the Idealization of motherhood such as:

control over repftoductlon . Responses to many -of the Items 
pn birth control on the Motherhood Inventory were quite liberal; 86% felt 
that birth control information and services should be ma4e available to 
,all women. Almost all subjects (92%) Indicated that women should have 
the right to withhold or Initiate sexual activity within marriage. A 



Mjority (60Z) did not agree that people' ahould^be guided by the tcachlnga' 
of reUsiod in Mttera of aexual behavior. Half the subjecta felt a 
WOMB .had the right to hava a child whether ahe waa married or not. - 

Attltudaa toward abortion tended to aplife the group. <Jhly i3Z felt 
that anjr WoMin idio would have an abortion iw^ ba unfit to be a good 
aothar, but half the group felt a woaan a||iuld bear jn unwanted, child 
jpathar than have ^ abortion.

Adoption. 3ubjecta>felt that it was more acceptable to give up an 
' unwanted* child for adoption (61%) than have an Abortion (49%) . • Purthir- 
mote, 64Z thought that giving a child for adoption in no way indicated a ' 
failure to be trva ^o bpa'a basic maternal inatincts. About half seemed 
to accept single aiotlierhood aince they did not agree that an unwed mother 
who gtvaa har child for adaption rather than raising it alone demonstrates, 
tnpa oaring for her 4:hild. Aa for attitudes toward adopted Children, 
31X felt 'adopted children .pame from poor unwed girls, 21% thought they 
w«ra bom out of Wedldcic', khd 15% believed they were given for adoption 
bacauilia aomi^hlng waa wrong with them. • 

. P<mitiv« aapecta ^J iotherhood . Almoat half the subjects , 45% , agreed 
that woman iffao wanted baVlea^^ahould be expedted to pay for theft in extra 
work and eactifice. A almHar proportion, 42% ^ felt that women who had 
abortiona or gave their chitaren up for adoption would always bear a"' 
heavy burden of gullti • A third of the aubjecta feit that if an'unmarried 
wbmsn got pregnant, it i^aa her own fault. However, only 4% felt a single 
woman who became pregnant ahould taarry a man she didn't love for the sake 
of the child. TWenty-one percent fait that being pregnant made a woman 'a 
body unattractive. Sev^anteen percent felt that if a woman died frbm an 
illegal abortion it waa heir own Jault for wanting an ab^tlon.' / i 

, Carla£ for man. Hoat iof the reapooaea relating to iben ten deduct, be 
contemporary. Only 21% felt that woman* a tthe miasion was the wei¥are- of 
^ man and children. Half the aubjecta thought that, it waa the lo^e and 
altruism of mothera that had made men'a achlevementa poasible.' Converaely, 
a amallar percentage, 26%, thought that by taking responsibility for 
supporting women man had .made it waay for them. There were 18% who agreed 
that man muat decide how far they will let women's liberation go.- 

Woman 'a identity a nd motherhood . In general; there was H rejection 
of the idea that a woman '8_identity depended on her mothering functions. 
Approximately three quarters of the aubjecta diaagreed that: th^ mother^ 
child ralatlonahlp is the easential human relationship , if wome^Jwant to 
ba raapactad they should try to ba better mothers, and the' true miasion 
of woman la the welfare of mton and^ children, aa mentioned above, ^ixty- ' 
two percent' dl«a»reM that the, reward for a mother was knowing shv hadv 
done hair- duty.. ■ / '.. ^ = .

The ayth of aotherhood > Attitudes toward the role of motherhood did 
notsupport^ the myth; Subjects overwhelmingly disagreed (88%) that the , 
^^o^M^who did not want children w to selfllBh or unnatural. Qnly 22Z agreed ^ 
with the idea that having a baby was totally fulfilling or that no child 
was unwanted fbr a normal woman/ Half the subjecfs felt It was imder- 
atandable that a mother might not like all her children, and 38% felt, 
that moat mothers were happiest once their children were in school. The 
realities of mothering were also reflected in the fact that three quarters 
. of the group felt tliat motherhood was the hardcist Job there is. In terms 
of the physical aapAj^ts of motherhood, two-thirds of the sampTrS^felt that 
breast feeding was Inqt acceptable in public. Cltf^rly breast feeding is a 
more widely held^^^^^^p than negative attitudes toward a pregnant woman's 
body which were h^ldVby 21%. • \

Differen ces in Attit^^^ Sex. Religion, Education, and Marital St atu6^ . 

The significiio^e of such fgctors as age, sex, religion, education, 
and marital status/ was tested byNise of chi squared tests with the Yates 
c9frectlon. Sepoited differences are significant at £ < .001 (1 df ) . i ^ 
Ho significant differences were found in responses for subjects with and ^ 
without children, or on the basis of the respondent's birth order i!ri his,* 
or her family i^f origin. *^ ' ' ^ 

Age and the motherhood myth . The younger group (age 17 23)^ ^as 
much more accepting of the motherhood myth than the older group (age 24 
69). They were >pre likely to idealize the love and altruism of motKers/, 
less likely to support a woman's right to an abortion, and more lik€t.ly 'to 
see the reward f or a mother as having done her' duty . The older group/ 
seemed more realistic and tended to recognize that a mbther might not 
like all her children. The older group was less likely to agree th^t 
motherhood was the hardest Job' there Is. (See ^able 2.) 

Femal e Male a 1 1 1 1 udes . Menfs responses were pich more conservative 
than women's as represented by the fact that 35% of the men felt men 
must decide how far to let women's liberation go but only 5% of the 
wdmen agreed. Men were more likely to feel that a woman who. did not 
want children was unnatural and that women should be better mothers If 
they^ wonted to be respected. Men were less willing than women tp allow ^ 
vomen to control their reproduction. / ^While a majority of the women felt ^ 
that a working mother could raise her children as well as a mother who 
did not work , less than half^th^ men agreed. (See Table 3.) ; 

Beligion and reproduction . Significant differences between Catholics^ 
and non-Catholics were primarily in the area of a woman's r^ght to control 
her reproduction. Onl^ a quarter of the Catholics felt a woman had the 



right to decide about an abortion Irtthout the «anU petf;nl8al'on compared 
irlth^tvo-thlrda of the non-Catholilcs; Slightly im^re Cathoilcs (30%) f.elt It 

better, tb abort than bear an unwanted child. ' H$U the Catholics 
•greed it was natural tb want to^bort In the case of i fetal deformity 
compared with three-quarters of thienon-Cathollcs. More than half the 
Cethollci thought childbirth was safer than legal abortion while only a 
lev p| the^on-Cathq^lcs did. . 

^ Ali»st:half the Catholics felt people should be guided^ 
In sejnial matters and Invoked duty and guilt in relation to motherhood 
compared with less than a quarter of the non-Catholics. However, 43X of 
the Catholic^ felt every woman whether married or' not had a right to have 

a child. Seventy percent qf the tiop-Catholics suppbrted that rlffht ' 
(See Table 4.) ' ' 

Education atfd attitu des toward motherhoodl Subjects currently in 
college. or with less than a college degree were significantly more 
accepting of the motherhood; myth than those who had graduated from 
college or had some post-cplle^e (education. They were inore likely to 
seesmotherhood as being totally fulfilling^ well as the hardest Job 
there i». They were lesi; llkefiy to find it understandabie that a mother ' 
might not like all her chliaHri. ; In contrast, college gradiualies were 

^J^^^^'^'^i?^ ''T^^ ''^^^ to control her own reproduction than 
those without a college. degree. More educated subjects were moi^likely 
to find breast feeding acTceptable and were less pupitlve towardHnen 
Who had abortions. Only a quarter of the college graduates felt religion 
ahould guide sexual matters compared with half of those with less educa- 
tion. (|ee Table 5.) 

, Marital stattjs^ The few significant diifferencefl that were found 
between married or foraerly mar^;ted subjects and those never married' 
indicated that married subjects" were more liberal , Two thirds of the - ' 
married group felt it was understandable that a mother might not like 
all her children coapared with a third of the unmarried group. More than- 
half the Bari>i6d grqup thought a womari should have the right to decide on 
fia abortioij' without the man's permissiiim but only one third of the

\^ The re«4ardi reported here represents the Inttl^^X development of a 
sc^le to »t<idy attitudes toward mbtherhood, the M^»tt^erhood loventory. 
TJe^ findln^e reported Indicate that there are signif^icant differences in 
the way different groups respond to various aspect^ of motherhood. A 
breader^ample la currently being obtained which y^Ul provide the basis . 
for furiher developmeht of the MI as, in* instrument fo»r ^Uisessing attitudes 
toward/ motherhood. »x - .

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Attitudes and Values 

' ' ' « 

Attitudei, vaiuis, and beliifs play an important , 
roit in shaping the behavior of parents, children, 
and famlli€s. Each individual Is constantly shaping 
and reshaping his own pifional view of lifep 
s€lectingp deviloping; and interprating those 
attitudes and values that are sallint for him. Of 
Murse the sophistication and coniciouiness of this 
process varies widely ttom person to pemon. 

This internal process is Urgaly a response to the 
individuarf exposure to the attitudes and values of 
dgnificant others in his life, such as the members 
of his family and his immediate peer or reference . 
poup* In addition^ each person is affected by his 
perception of the attitudes and values of socipty at ^ 
large primarily as expressed throu^ the media and 
through the social and political institutions that 
touch everyone, Any one individual, therefore. Is 
affected by attitudes, values, and beliefi emiinating 
from a variety of sources* 

Thus'^ the context of attitudes and values within 
which individuals and families exist is 
multidimensional. Each level influences and is 
influenced by every other leveL For examplep a 
family develops a set of attitudes reflecting a 
blending of values of individual family members. 
In turn the family's values may or rnay not be 
congruent with those of its immediate reference 
group. Further, if /this group represents a particular 
minority or specitl subculture, its yalues may not 
be reflective of broader societal yalues. Dissonance 
or coftflict betwfeen attitudes and values at any 
level may create stress for individuals^d famiJies. 

In this review, the attitudes, values, and beliefs 
that are relevant to child abuse and neglect are 
diyided into two major groups: attitudes toward " 
children and attitudes toward the family. 

Attitudes ' toward children include the value 
placed on children In general, based on a view of 
the child's position, role, and status within his 
group; attitudes toward unique categories of 
children; beliefs about deterrtiinants of child 
behavior and personality characteristics; attitiides 
about" the age at which a child is considered 
competent to learh and rej^^n^ before which 
attempts to modify his behaWor would not be 
fruitful; and attitudes about ^ age-appropriate 
behavior. 

.Expectations about family life, family 
relationships, and the role and status of each 
family member constitute the set of beliefs and 
attitudes toward the family that are relevant to 
child abuse and neglect. Specifically, these 



attitudes include beligfr aCout the parent^child 
relationship; attitudes about the different roles 
that family menibors ^oiild aisume; the Viilue.of 
these roles as perceived by other family rnejubers 
and by society ; attitudes about others who may be 
involved In chlld'lare; and nnally, attitudes about 
how family members relate to one anotherp such as 
the way in which feelinp n^ay eKpressed ^ the 
appropriateness of corporal punishment In 
'Changing a child's behavior,

Social instimtional Factors 



Social institutions exist for different purposes 
and on different levels, At the most univenal and 
general level are basic institutions that express the 
purposes and embody the values of a socWy and 
shape the lives of all its niembejiT These 
institutions are significant for all famyi^B and form 
; thd underpinninp without which no society would 
function. 

At another level are social service and social 
control institutions that exist to serve the heeds of 
families. Such institutions are numerous and can 
render various forms of help, relief, and care to 
parents, children, and families. They range from 
educational and health institutions that are used at 
one time or another by all families to those 
instituUons that directly intervene to protect or 
change the behavior of individuals ai]id families 
with specific social problems. 

In this review, social institutional factors are 
divided into two major groupS4 baiic social 
institutions and social service /social control 
institutions, 

Basic social institutions are responsible for the 
pneral welfare of individuals and commurffces. 
They asiipi and carry out society's tasks, express 
and hejp shape its civic and social values, and 



provide cultural and recreational opportunities for 
its member, Basic social institutions include 
political structures; economic structures; and 
integrative structures, such as community 
organizations, se^ooli, and media. 



Social service and social control institutions are 
assise d to provide those general human services 
^at may be' needed at one tirhe or another by all 
members of the do mm unity, and to deal with 
' specific problems"^ in our society. Included here 
would be institutions such as health and day care 
facilities, as well , as those dealing with child 
welfare, drug and alcohol abuse, mental health, 
^ unemployment, and poverty. 



Individuals and families? may and do avail 
themselves of such wrvices voluntarily. But in 
some cases society decides to intervene directly to 
change indi\ddual and family behavior which is 
deemed deviant and to protect family members 
who are seen to be at risk, especially children. In 
these cases social servifce institutions become 
institutions of social control. In addition, society 
has established specific instruments of social 
controU-law enforcement j ^and legal 
institutions-- which also have a role to play in 
arneUorating or eliminating inappropriate behavior 
of indivaduals and families.

V. PREVENTION AND TREATMENT 



In the priQgding section of this* review, those 
mBtmch studies ^hich ideritified facton that may 
cMtxibuta to or mitigate against abusive or 
neglectful behavior were corisidered. This saction 
wfll review research on the prevention and 
^eitment of child abuie and neglgct. As the causes 
of abuse and neflect are many and complex, so are 
methods of prevention and treatment. 
Theoretic ally J for every cause there exists an 
effective means of alleviating the situation that 
caiised the deviance ;thuj, the propos0 theories of 
prevention and treatment are the logical outcome 
of tlie identification of these causati^ factors, 

Prevcntioii and treatinent programs can by 
categorized as priinary prevention » secondary 
prevention or intervention, and treatmeht. Since 
these categories represent a continuum of 
prevention and tieatmeiit efforts, and since some 
programs may well incorporate elements of each 
of these categorifs, it is often difficult to assign . 
programs to one or the other of these categories. 
For purposes of this mnew , prima ry prei'cntion 
will be defined as preveri ting abuse before it occurs 
and will include those efforts that are available to 
flie population in general, siich as education for 
ptfentKoDd pro^arns, community hotlines, and 
family support services. Secondary preyentian 
includes those efforts directed at high-risk 
pcypulations which might abuse or neglect their 
children unless ^ven help, Treatment includes 
those services targeted toward the know^n abiiser 
or ne^ecter in an effort to anielioratc^ whatever 
was the cause of this behavior and to prevent its 
recurrence. 

Of the substantive areas being considered in this 
review, none has produced a larger body of 
infornmtion than treatinetit Public attention has 
been focused on the problem of child abuse and 
neglect by dramatic .ne>^s accounts, and an 
increase in federal monies, particularly from tlie 
NfttionaJ Center on Child Abuse and Neglect, has 
^ven rise to nunierous strategics for treating botli 
abusers and the abused, 

Initial efforts ^vhJch souglit punishment for the^ 
pefpatrator gave way to trcatnient by means of 
traditional cilnical treatment mctliods and social 
wprk practices. The child was considered a victirn 
and received protective services (possibly was 
removed), niedical carej and little else. Treatment 
success wjas nieasured in term s of recidivism rates, 



Later progranis recognized abuse ajid neglect as 
patterns of interaction involving both parent and 
child. These pfograms focused on the family unit. 
At the same time, it was generally aceepte^d that 
no one 'treatmeiit method was sufficient and that 
most abusive situations demanded a range of 
serviceSi both to reLieve the immediate crisis and to 
provide long-range help. 

A.t present* numerous treatment models and ^ 
strategies are being used throughout the country, 
including therapeutic intervention, the extended 
family center, foster care, behavior riiodiflcationj 
family advocacy ^ and other support services. 



Primary Prevenrton 

None of thef completed research studies 
currently coniaiiwd in the NCCAN Clearinghouse 
data base Wtaa/ addressed issues of priniary 
prevention as aVnniaiy reiearch focus. 

One ongoing study (CR-0O132) is testing the 
hypothesis that health personnel might contribute 
to primary prevention by providing m creased 
Siipport for rnaternai attachrnent and inaternal 
care. In this study pregnant women are 
interviewed in their ninth month and after delivery 
are assigned to one of two groups, One group 
receives routine hospital carej while the other 
receives early or extanded contact with the infant 
in the hospitai and frequent viiits by 
para professionals trained to facilitate attach nient 
in (I bonding. 



Secondary Prevention 

Tables 12 and 13 present an annotated 
listing of four completed and six ongoing studies 
which focus on secondary prevention efforts. Of 
the completed research/ one study cKaminecl 
.secondary prevehtion structures in various 
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European cQuntries; the other three reported on 
screeniiig methods used to detect parenp with 
^potential problenis in child reaiing or to Inalyze 
known abusers to develop-screenirig methods. 

TTiese studies are listed alphabetically by author 
and fUU citations are ^ven in the bibliography 
beginning on page 64, The methodology of each 
study is described in as much detail as possible^ 
jmcluding sample size and characteristics, control 
or comparison jpoup if mentioned^ and nieans of 
data collection, where known. In addition, all 
relevant information provided by the abstract on 
prevehtion can be found under the heading 
"Review of Studies.** 

Methodology. Sannple size of the completed 
studies ranged from 33 abusive pajents to 500 
mothers to the clientele of prevention programs 
throughout Europe, Two studies developed a 
predictive questionnaire while a third used a 
standardized test instrument. 

Review of studies. Two studies reported that 
severe punishment in childhood was predictive of 
later abuse; other predictive items included 
problems of self-esteem , conflict with authority, 
and concern with isolation. 



Qngoing research studies. Five of the six studies 
focus on secondary prevention and are developing 
predictive variables or screening profiles of 
high-risk families. The reniaining study is 
avpluating^ the feasibility of using the extended 
family in solving the problem of child 
maltreatment. 



Treatment 



Tables 14 and 15 present an annotated 
listing of 31 completed and 12 ongoing research 
studies %^hich focus on a wide variety of 
treatment interventions ranging from a 



comprehensive, multidisciplinary approach to the 
use of drug therapy. These studies are listed 
alphabetically by author and full citations arfr 
^ven in the bibliography' beginning on page 64, 
The mode of intervention used in each study is 
described in as much detail as possjble under the 
hrajing "Type of Treatrrient,'' The methodology 
of each study is deicribed in as much datail as 
possible including sample size and characteristics, 
control or coniparison group if mentioned^ and 
means of data collection^ where known. 
Abbfeviations for standardized psychological tests 
were used wherever possible; a key to these 
abbreviations can be found on page 64. In 
addition, all information provided by the abstracts 
on the outcome of treatment interventions can be 
found under the heading "Review of Studies." 

Type of treatment, A wide range of treatment 
approaches is represented in the complejed^ 
studies, most of whirh directed their efforts to 
changing parental belutvU-'r and/or attitudes. Three 
studies mentioned ."'cif:. therapeutic activities 
targeted toward the cr ihl Several studies deajt ^ 
with the family unit uUuiing both therapeutic 
and/or supportive services. One study 'evaluated 
the use of drug therapy. 

Afeilwdology . The completed studies used a 
variety of methQds to try and assess effectiveness 
of treatment intervention, including 
questionnaires, intelligence and psychological 
testing, and comparison of program records. 

Review of studies, Three studies reported on 
systematic evaluations of total program operation, 
ingliiding cost-effectiveness, realisation of prograni 
goals, and administrative affectiveness, as well as 
treatment impact. The others concentrated on 
assesing effectiveness of treatment. In general, 
results are reported in terms of improvement in 
family functioning, self-image of parents and 
children^ and children's IQ level. Only two studies 
reported reeidivism rates as a measure of program 
impact. 

Ongoing research studies? The effectiveness of 
various treatment modalitiei, such as psychiatric 
treatment for infants, volunteer lay therapistSj and 
therapeutic playschool, is under study in 1 1 
projects. Larger research efforts assess the impact 
of a nuntber of demonstration projects.

problems. There is some evident that siblihp of 
the abused or ne^ected individual suffer 
emotional and behavioral problems as well, even if 
they are not the targets of the abuse or neglect. 
Hiere are some indications that abused children 
later- become violent, behaving agpessively toward 
other members of society as juvenile delinguents, 
m murderers, or as abusive parents. Sodet^ feels 
the effect of abusive or neglectful behavior 
throu^ Ae strain on the school system'^ the ;

4amilieiT- Finally » there are consequences for the 
parent themselves. Some may be prosecuted and 
^ to jail. Others will find help thrpuj^ a good 
tteatment propam; but certainly '14 W will be 
unaffected by the realiiation ^at they have . 
harmed their qhild. 

Any study that focused on the effect of abuse, 
neglect, or failure to thrive is included in this 
review. .To date research efforts have focused 
almost entirely on the effects of abuse and neglect . 
on the child. The effect of abusive and neglecting 
behavior on the perpetrator is not reviewed here 
because of the lack of any systematic examination 
of this issue. It is not known how often families 
move or how many parents suffer psychological 
problems requiring hospitalization or what the 
impact ol^^ ^tfi'e laBel "abuser'* or "neglectful 
parent^' has on an individual.
